Real Military Service Ha* Not Been 
Provided For and Much Effort and 
Money 
Waited 
on 
Small 
Poet*. 
Dearth of Farm Labor May Mean 
Loaa of Grain and Vagatablaa. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 
Washington, July l l . --[Special.]— It 
is na easy mutter to make an army on 
paper; it has been easy to compute tho 
vast numtier of men the United States 
bas available for military service, but 
it is a very much different matter to 
gather, arui. equip and transport one- 
hulf that number for active fighting iii 
a foreign land. 
“A million men will spring to arms 
at our country’s call” is an expression 
I have heard reiterated time and again 
In the debate* on army hills waken ef­ 
forts were made to provide a reserve 
army. 
“We have enough men in Ar­ 
kansas who eau shoot a squirrel In the 
eye who can repel any enemy that will 
attempt to land upon our shores,” I 
once heard a man from Arkansas re­ 
mark iii the debates. 
But H is quite another matter to 
gather these men and fit them for 
fighting. 
Nothing Was Dons. 
Linking back to The time when Pres­ 
ident Wilson lK*eame convinced that 
military preparedness was a vital ne­ 
cessity, it can be seen that very lit ti*' 
had been done up to that time actual­ 
ly to prepare an army f*>r war. 
The 
fault was w ith‘congress in promoting 
small aud expensive military po-ts and 
not providing for real military service. 
Tin* fault also was with our military 
men who did not make th** most of 
what they had In hand. 
But the fact which stands out in 
startling proportions now is that dur­ 
ing the two years when it was sup­ 
posed that something was being done 
for the army, when the Hay bill was 
passed and heralded as “prepared­ 
ness.” nothing of any account was ac- 
complish***!. 
All that legislation and 
“preparation” were practically wasted. 
In getting an army ready f«»r actual 
service the war department has had to 
begin at the beginning. 
Not Sacred to Lewis. 
“There art* some senators," Senator 
Reed remarked in the senate when 
speaking of the 
f***sl 
control 
bill, 
“who utterly disregard the constitution 
at Hie present and d«> not care whether 
it exists at all or not.” 
"And I am one of those," remarked 
Senator Lewis of Illinois. 
Recd was allocked. 
“You do not 
mean that!” lie suid in amazement. 
“I ani a heretic,” said Lewis, “and at 
this particular time I t*ellevc the con­ 
stitution is more or less suspended." 
Farm Labor, 
When will those who have tin* food 
problem to solve learn that farm labor 
Is the Important factor In fix d? Re­ 
ports come to Washington of splendid 
crops everywhere, but there is a dearth 
of farm lulior. It Is quite p*>>Able that 
millions up*ta millions of dollars’ worth 
of f(hsi will go to waste when it is no 
much needed lH»enti*e there are not 
enough hands to ga flier the crops of 
grain, fruit aud vegetables. Another 
thing that should be understood is that 
the farmers will not dig vegetables 
from the ground to sell them at a loss. 
lf the price of labor is so high that the 
farmers will lost* by employing w o r k ­ 
ers they will let tho crops rot rather 
than harvest them. 
Looking Backward. 
So long ago as to Im* forgotten Unde 
Joe Cauuon, then a “watchdog of the 
treasury," was very Hl>ornl in making 
grants of money to Professor S. P. 
Iatnglcy, secretary of the Smithsoni*n 
institution, for experiments in fix lug 
machines. 
All that is fundamental in 
flying was worked out tty Langley. 
His old machine, now hanging In a 
part of the Smithsonian institution, is 
the busts of aeronauties, which are to 
be such an important factor In the 
greatest w ar.

CARRIERS FOR AMMUNITION 


Roads to Be of Military Valu* Should 
Bo Constructed Everywhere That a 
Considerable Population, Agricultural, 
Manufacturing, Trading or Mining, 
H at ita Habitation. 


Numerous instances might be cited 
to show tile effect roads or their ab­ 
sence had ou cam Inglis in the civil 
war, although their Importance was 
Infinitely less than now. when the nu 
toinoblle threatens to drive even the 
world famous army mule into oblivion, 
write* Major A. A Fries. U. S. A., In 
the New* York World. 
It Is the auto­ 
mobile, * with its speed and carrying 
power, uml the wonderful flexibility 
of au army using it that make roads 
so vitally important in war today. 
A 
railroad must be provided with side 
tracks, turntables cud yards, ahi h. 
for a huge business such as war, must 
be very large an J fake time and great 
quantities of material in building. 
Noi 
so with automobiles, where every fool 
of a highway, unless iu a deep cut or 
AIL is a aide tree k xx hqy© machines 
may unload aud turn around. Further 
more, in dry weather almost any field 
eau be used for unloading aud loading 
the machines so as not to congest the 
roads at the place where men and ma 
teriala are needed 
The answer to the quest km where 
roads should l*e constructed to lie of 
military xalue is—every xx here that a 
considerable 
population—agric ult ural, 
manufacturing, trading or mining—ex 
isis. 
I i i any great war we shall have 
lo marshal ad of our resources, just us 
the European nations are doing at the 
present time. 
Every product of out­ 
sell or factories will 
called ujton for 
use, aud roads will be required on 
which to carrv them tp the jjlac^s 


where needed. 
Fine roads along our 
coasts and land boundaries will be of 
the most immediate benefit and should 
be of the best and widest since they 
will have to bear the heaviest ami 
most concentrated traffic. There are a 
number of roads proposed or actually 
under construction that come under 
this head. 
Such are the Pacific high- 
xvay, along or near the Pacific coast 
from Seattle to San Diego; the Yellow­ 
stone trail, along the northern bound­ 
ary from the vicinity of the great lake* 
to the Columbia river, and the Lincoln 
highway across the udrib central part 
of the United States. 
While highways intended primarily 
for military p u r in e s should be located 
uear our boundaries, they must uot be 
so uear that they eau be easily raided 
or captured by small bodies of the en­ 
emy and thus likely to be of use only 
to him and uot to us. All roads farther 
inland and parallel to the border roads 
xviii He of very great value as feeders 
to those nearer the borders. 
Along 
these. Interior roads men ami supplies 
may be move*I long distances without 
fear of interruption or observation by 
the enemy and thus contribute greatly 
to the eleuieut of surprise sn essential 
l*> victory iii nearly ult cases. 
There 
must la* crossroads at reasonably close 
intervals to enable the traffic on interior 
lines to leave them aud cross to those 
places near the border where needed. 
During mobilization and the early 
stages of the war there will be many 
and rupid movements of large bodies 
of troops. Here roads aud automobiles 
will be deciding factors, for, os every­ 
body knows from the progress of tho 
war in Europe, the one who gets the 
start has an enormous advantage that 
will cost the other side many times the 
original loss to overcome. Later in the 
beginning of a campaign, w hen move­ 
ments are rapid and there is little op- 
{•ortuuity to intrench, three inch guns 
aud shrapnel wilfne very largely used, 
but just as soou as there is time to In­ 
trench there will be an opportunity for 
the Urger guns to come up to fire high 
explosive shells to drive the enemy out 
of his intrenched positions. This may 
be called the secoud or trench warfare 
stage of the campaign, when hundreds 
i f thousands of rounds of high explo­ 
sive shells will he required for every 
twenty-five miles of battle front. 
In 
a l these operations the nuxnl*er of au­ 
tomobiles required will be tremendous, 
but with the vast number In general 
use and being manufactured every day 
it is inconceivable that there ever will

bread cereal, but it has practically 
gone out of use. except that Norway 
and Sweden use It in their peculiar 
bread disks, which are about the size 
and shape of a phonograph record 
Barley In Itself does not m ake a 
a good bread flour and could he u ti­ 
lized only by 
mixing it with wheat, 
something which the American miller 
considers desecration of his shrine It 
has a peculiar flavor and is just as dif­ 
ferent from w heat bread, as either 
corn or rye 
But as a stock feed. It has many 
merits As the kernels are too hard for 
some animals to relish, it 
may 
he 
crushed by passing it between rollers 
lf finely ground, the gluten makes 
a sticky mass as soon as it is wet. 
and this peculiar property m akes it 
difficult to make it into good bread. Its 
main use in the American kitchen has 
been to use It as pearled barley In 
soups 
It Is used some In break rant 
od. through a malting process, but 
unless we as American peopl* ar© on 
the verge Of starvation, we will never 
uxv barley as a regular diet.
